EMIR FEISUL’S PROTEST. 

Reuter’s Agency understands that the Emir 
Feisul has emphatically protested to the British 
Government against the reported terms of the 
Mandates for Mesopotamia and Palestine, point- 
ing out that King Hussein has never ratified 
the Treaty of Versailles, because the provisions 
governing the mandates over the Arab provinces 
of the former Ottoman Empire, in his opinion, 
would not lead to the realisation of the aims for 
which the Arab peoples fought on the side cf 
the Allies. and are, moreover, not in conformity 
with the pledges given to King Hussein by the 
British Government. Contrary to objecting to 
help from Great Britain, the Arabs have every 
desire for a continuance of the alliance existing 
during the war. It is felt, however, that the 
creat. expenditure now being made by Great 
Britain may be said to be helping the Arabs to 
form a government of their own under the 
British advisers for the territories in question, 
the Arab Government not only being respon- 
sible for the defence of its borders and public 
security, but for the economic and political in- 
ferests of Great Britain. The Arabs in return 
expect no subsidy, but merely a Government 
Joan cuaranteed by the riches of Mesopovamua. 


LONDON CONFERENCE. 
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GERMANY TO BE_REPRESENTED. 

A Reuter’s telegram from Berlin yesterday 
stated:—Dr. Von Simons, Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, to-day handed the French Charge 
d’ Affaires the following Note with reference

The accuseil pleaded not guilty to the charges, 
and, replying to the President,- their legal re- 
presentatiyes intimated that they had got suffi- 
cient time in which to prepare their defences. 
It was decided to take all the cases together. 

' The Prosecutor said thai, as to the gravity 
of the offence with which the prisoners were 
charged, he need not add anything, beyond say- 
ing that, if the charges were proved, the punish-. 
ment would be the extreme penalty. Having 
put in maps of the district, he went on to re- 
view the incidents associated with the prepared 
ambush, the facts of which are still fresh in the 
public mind. 

AN OFFICER’S EVIDENCE. 

A military officer swore that on Friday, 28th 
January, about 3 p.m., he received certain in- 
formation, im consequence of which he went 
with a pariy of about seventy of his men to 
Dripsey. At the cross-roads there he split his 
troops into five parties, each under an officer, 
sending some wp a road running north from the 
main Cork and Coachford road, ‘This road led 
to a place called Peake. The witness went with 
the remainder of his party further along the 
main road, in the direction of Coachford. At 
Dripsey Bridge he sent another party across the 
country, keeping parallel to the main road. He 
sent another party to move on the south side of 
the road, keeping parallel with the road. He 
contmued along the road with a party of 
saldiers until they reached Godfrey's cross-roads. 
At this point he saw a civilian, in a leld ahead 
of him, standing up, and moving his hands. 
The witness, with a party of about thirteen 
men, then went into the field in the direction of 
this civilian. After going about fifty yards he 
saw about forty men, civilians, who appeared 
to jump up out of the ground. The 
civilians fired a few shots, and moved north 
away from the road. The witness’s men then 
opened fire, under his orders, end pursued the 
civilians, every one of whom had a gun or @ 
rifle. As they pursued them he noticed a num 
ber of civilians’ great coats lying about. 

WOUNDED AND UNWOUNDED 
PRISONERS. 

Six civilians were brought. to him by his men. 
Five of them wert wounded. He idenufied Dan 
Callaghan as one of these men. He was not 
wounded. The witness fiscertained from the men 
that their names were Tim McCarthy, Patrick 
Mahony, Denis Murphy, and Tom O’Brien. The 
fifth man could not, or would not, speak. The 
witness, having left a guard over these men,

He 
questioned whether Germany would agree to 
pas. and it would, therefore, be necessary to 
oceupy the Ruhr Valley, and thus detach the 
Rhineland from Prussian domination. If war 
broke out ten, or forty, years hence, their 
descendants would rightly hold them respun- 
sible, and they must, therefore, seek a final 
solution of the problem. a 

Later im the debate, M. Loucheur, Minister 
for the liberated areas, set forth with great 
clearness the financial aspect of the position, 
and mentioned that he anticipated that the 
exchanges would be. at parity im eight years. 

At one point M. Tardieu interrupted his 
former colleague at the Peace Conference, and 
M. Loucheur, with some vehemence, appealed 
to him not to give the country the spectacle 
of two men in their position squabbling in the 
Chamber. Proceeding, he pointed out that, 
according to the Treaty of Versailles, every- 
thing depended on the Reparations Commission, 
but that body, he said drily, whenever it found 
itself in a position of difficulty, referred the 
question to the Allied Governments. 
GERMANY’S EXPORT TRADE.. 

Comparing the figures of the Versailles 
Treaty with the figures of the Paris Conference, 
he pointed out that France had made sacrifices 
at the Conference. It was a mistake, he argued, 
te suppose that Germany could only pay by 
the weaith that she acquired through the export 
of goods; but she might, as the result of her 
export trade, be in a ponte to pay between 
twelve and ‘thirteen milliards of marks in gold. 
Before the war Germany had an export trade 
of thirteen miiliards of gold marks, and in 
the next five or six years she might reckon on 
an export trade of six to eleven milliards gold 
marks. 
which followed the exports both of France and 
Germany would be doubled, and would develop 
together, as enterprises stopped by the war 
would be resumed with feverieh activities in 
the Colonies and in other countries, particularly 
in South America. He laid stress on the fact 
that Britain had agreed not to capitalise her 
share of the indemnity for five years, and to 
leave the British market open to French loans.

It was different with raw materials. Thev 
would help French industry, and an increase ir 
the delivery of coal would be a method by 
which Germany could pay. Referring to the 
financial position of France, he said that he 
only estimated the deficit in the Budget in the 
next few years at one thousand million francs. 
Summarising the results of the Conférence. he 
declared that the Allies had arrived at deci- 
sions which were reasonable.

THE INCREASED EXPENSES AND 
REVENUE, 


WHAT THE “CURFEW” COSTS. 


The Right Hon. Laurence A. Waldron, P.O. 
Chairman, presided at the forty-first annual 
meeting of the Dublin Ustted Tramways Com- 
pany, Ltd., in the offices of the company, Sack- 
ville street, Dublin, yesterday afternoon. 

The directors’ report stated that 
amount available for division was 
8d. Ad interim dividends amounting to 
£21,840 were paid on 3lst July, 1920. It was 
recommended that a dividend at the rate of 
6 per cent. per annum, less income tax, be paid 
on the Pref. Stock for the half-year ending 
December 3ist, 1920, and that a final dividend 
at the rate of 7 per cent. rer annum, [ess in- 
come tax, making 5} per cent. for the year, 
be paid on the Ordinary Stock forthe same 
half-year. It was further recommended that 

30,000 be set aside towards deferred renewal 
of rails, and £2,000 be written off the price of 


investments. 
THE CHAIRMAN. 
The Chairman, in moving the adoption of 
the report and the statement of accounts, said 
that the increased cost of labour and material 
between them came to £109,047, being £32,120 
in respect of material, £76,927 in respect of 
wages, and an increase in genera] charges, 
wleich brought the total increased wo king and 
general expenses up to £124,487 for the year. 
Confronted with that. serious position, they 
had to look into their resources with a view to 
making good, at least in part, those losses, and 
they, ‘therefore, applied in June last to the 
Ministry of Transport for permission to raise 
the 1d. fares to 1}d., and the statutory 2d. 
fare to 3d. The application was granted, and 
on the 14th November the increased fares came 
into operation. After a little more than a 
week's trial, however, the 10 o'clock “ Cur- 
few ” was put into force. That took away from 
every day two profitable hours. The unsettled 
state of the streets was also accountable for re- 
curring interruptions, which have resulted in 
loss of traffic. The nuimnber of passengers carried 
daily up to the month of October showed a 
ste ady increase, but with the 10 o'clock “ Cur- 
few " an immediate decrease commenced, which 
still continued. In passengers, from this 
cause, they had had an estimated loss of about 
two millions. The loss by that decrease was off- 
set to some extent by the increased fares; yet, 
allowing for the normal traffic increase, they 
computed that from the 10 o'clock “ Curfew”’ 
and the interruptions due to the etate of the 
streets they had lost at least £200 a day in 
gross regeipts. In face of circumstances eo dis- 
couraging he thought that the shareholders 
might be congratulated on the results attained. 
The total revenue for the year 1920 was 
£43,294 over 1919, and that year’s 
revenue was the highest previously attained. 
In the maintenance charges they would observe 
the increased expenditure of £30,781, which was 
largely due to increased cost of wages and 
materials. Eleven new top-covered cars were 
added, and 33 cars were completely re-built 
and provided with vestibule ends, and a new 
bogey car for the Howth line was built.
